' Planning and Emphasizes 
Professional Work 
“Life, labor, and leisure of the 


people constitute the important field 
of city planning.” This fact was 
emphasized by Dr. Carl Arnovici of 
of the University of California in a 
talk given in the last week’s assembly, 

Dr. Arnovici said that city plann- 
ing requires a knowledge of people, 
a social study of the community and a 
study of the machinery of government. 

Next to the human aspect of city 
planning comes the Money aspect. 
With city planning comes a more 
efficient business and business district. 
The various industries are segregated. 
The heights of buildings are consider- 
ed so that they do not take away all 
the lights and ventilation. 


“Zoning, or the gentle art of mak 
ing enemies, as Dr Arnovici termed 
it, tries to create and orderly develop- 
ment in each community so that each 
activity is in its proper place.” 

Dr. Arnovia says that city planning, 
as a vocation, is good for anyone that 
is a sociologist because it requires a 
social study of the community. It is a 
very interesting field of work. Con. 
sidering the fact that there are g 
very few city planners at the present 
time, it may prove worth while for 
college students interested in it to 
make it their vocation.
